What Russia Fears 
Prime Minister Churchill has told the House of 
Commons that the Big Three will try to calm Russia’s 
fears. But was there ever any serious reason for sup­ 
posing that Russia started the cold war b ecause she 
feared other nations? 
After the hot wars ended, the United States dis­ 
b anded its defense forces. An Army of 12.000.000 was 
reduced to 1,500.000 b y 1947. An Air Force whose war­ 
time peak was 2.500.000 dropped to slightly more than 
200,000 b y mid-1947. 
Billions of dollars worth of 
materiel was given away, sold for almost nothing, 
stolen, destroyed or left to rot. 
If such a course would not calm any fears Russia 
entertained, what would? 
Secretary of State Byrnes, apparently operating 
on the assumption that Russia was misb ehaving b e­ 
cause the b oys in the Kremlin feared this country, 
offered Russia a 25-year guarantee of her b oundaries. 
When Molotov said 25 years wasn't enough, Byrnes 
offered to make it 40 years. Molotov still refused. His 
complete lack of interest was proof that Russia wasn't 
suffering from fear of disarmed America. 
The fears Russia has are entirely different. She 
fears the loss of part of her empire—not to America, 
b ut to popular uprisings. Czechoslovakia would never 
have gone b ehind the iron curtain if the presence of 
the Red army encircling her frontiers had not con­ 
vinced the Czechoslovak people it was hopeless to 
resist. 
If the Soviet armed forces moved b ack into Russia, 
Czechoslovakia and East Germany would promptly 
overthrow their puppet Communist governments. And 
the contagion might spread. 
Hence Russia fears to make arrangements which 
would 
involve 
withdrawing 
from 
East 
Germany, 
Hungary, Austria and Romania. 
And this fear, as 
Churchill must know, is one the United States will 
do nothing to relieve. 


Higher Pay For Congress 
The chances of Congress raising its pay in 1954 
row seem at least 50-50, even though congressional 
pay raises are supposed to b e unpopular with the voters 
and 1954 is election year for a majority of Congress. 
Under legislation now on the statute b ooks Congress 
Is to vote on the sub ject in the first half of March. 
A pay bo o st fo r Co ngress, also fo r federal J udges, 
Is b eing urged from various quarters, ‘'lib eral" as well 
as right-wing, in order to help attract good men to 
the Capitol and to the b ench and then to keep them 
there. President Elsenhower has already advocated a 
b oost, and it will b e helped along still further if he 
should come out for it in his 1954 State of the Union 
message. 
; 
If the Demo crats sho uld vote fo r an increase to 
the same ex tent as do the Republicans, the Repub­ 
licans wo uld be the mo re likely to av o id blame—if 
there Is any b lame—for hiking their o wn pay . Ano ther 
way to make an increase more palatable to the public 
wo uld be to put it on a cost-of-living basis, like many 
of the pay hikes these day s fo r wage-earners— liv ing 
costs hav e risen by abo ut 25 per cent since the last 
hike for Congress went into effect in 1947. 
The fact that this last increase came all of seven 
years ago could b e another talking point. A memb er 
of Congress twitted b y his campaign opponent for 
having voted to raise his own pay could retort: Have 
you or anyb ody else on salary had no raise for 
years? 
However, although mast voters might acquiesce in 
an increase from the present $15,000 to $20,000, many 
voters might demur to one up to $25,000—the figuie 
b eing most frequently suggested Just now. Yet the last 
previous increase, voted in 1946 to take effect in 1947, 
was for 50 per cent (from $10,000 to $15,000) with a 
tax-free allowance on half the increase that made it 
In effect more than 53 per cent. 


'Enemy Of The People' 
Lavrenti P. Beria. former head of Russia’s secret 
police and chief finger man for the late Stalin, seems 
to b e a tough guy. It usually takes 70 days at mast 
for trained Communist b rainwashers to b reak a prison­ 
er's mind and spirit and produce a “confession ” But 
Beria was arrested in June, and his “confession" has 
Just b een announced. Either he held out two and onf - 
half times as long as anyb ody else, or ?here is ,wom* 
truth in rumors that he escaped and his purported 
confession will b e read in court b y a doub le. 
Fantastic as this rumor Is. it is not as fantastic 
as the confession itself. In it Beria allegedly admits 
that he was a traitor and sab oteur from 1918 on, that 
he sab otaged industrial production and is responsib le 
for the low living standards of the Russian people, 
and that he has b een an agent of "foreign capital 
for 35 years. He also implicates six other high officials 
of the secret police in his crimes. 
Can anyone, even in Russia, actua.b b eueve 
a man with Beria’s vast powers, if he had b een a 
traitor, would have acco m plished so litte in so long 
II time? 
Beria was head of the dreaded secret P ° ^ e . sent 
millions to Jail and to firing squads, and had his 
countrymen, high and low, glancing uneasily over 
their shoulders. Bnt now one of the greatest murderers 
in history is to b ecome the victim of the very nu :v s 
he heartlessly employed against others. 


Stalin Prizes 
Novelist Howard Fast, according to Racl’o Moscow, 
Is to get the “Stalin Peace Prize 
for 1953. Fast says 
he considers himself honored, naturally. 
The Stalin prizes for peace, literature, science, and 
so on, were set up in 1950. They represent a b ump­ 
tious attempt b y Russia to propagandize b y presenting 
cash to its most outspoken supporters in other lands. 
All these prizes, alleged to b e worth ab out $25,000, 
have gone to men whose political coloration plea>ed 
the Kremlin. Arthur W. Moulton, retired Episcopal 
b ishop of Utah, rejected a Stalin Peace Prize in 1951. 
saying: “If America goes to war, I go with her." 
Fast was a safer choice 
In 1951 the New York 
Daily Worker listed him as one of its few stockholders. 
He has b een a frequent contrib utor to that, pub lication, 
and in 1948 was active in the Communist-manipulated 
Progressive party, He refused to tell the House Com­ 
mittee on Un-American Activities whether he was a 
Communist. 
Fast's “peace” activities have consisted of making 
speeches at Soviet-inspired gatherings ab road de­ 
nouncing the United Stater-saying, for instance, that 
American jails are “filled with political prisoners” and 
that “the terror is only b eginning” — or praising 
Russia's artistic freedom compared to “capitalistic 
chains” on artists here.

Nervous Families 
A unique study on nervousness 
w as m ade recently on 8 2 8 B alti­ 
m ore fam ilies b y J e a n Downes and 
K atherine Simon. Of the total, 
9 0 
fam ilies had one or m ore m em b ers 
20 years or older, who were psy­ 
choneurotic 
or 
nervous. 
T hese 
fam ilies w ere ob served for periods 
varying from three to five years 
and the m em b e rs w ere found to b e 
m ore 
susceptib le 
to 
accidents, 
respiratory infections, and a host 
of acute and chronic disorders. 
The term “ nervousness" covers 
a multitude of psychiatric condi­ 
tions and is the cause of approxi­ 
m ately 60 per cent of all the com ­ 
plaints m ade b y patients in the of­ 
fices of physicians. Of the group 
in question 74 did not rega rd them ­ 
selves 
as 
psychoneurotic: 
they 
mentioned 
having 
a 
rapid he a rt 
b eat, he a rt troub le, shortness of 
b reath, choking, w eakness, 
lum p 
in the throat, giddiness, itching all 
over, or num erous other sym ptom s. 
The information that they suffered 
from 
chronic 
nervousness 
cam e 
from their physicians. The re m a in ­ 
ing 26 per cent realized they w ere 
nervous b ut had not seen a physi­ 
cian. 


The 
survey 
uncovered 
various 
characteristics of persons classi­ 
fied as psychoneurotic. The pre ­ 
valence of minor respiratory ill­ 
nesses w as higher than m ight b e 
expected in a com parab le sam pling 
of the population a t largo. They 
also had an excessive num b er of 
accidental 
injuries, 
particularly 
am ong adults under 35. This lends 
support to the contention that acci­ 
dent proneness has a psychoneuro- 
tic b asis. 
The group also had m ore chronic 
ailm ents unrelated to their ner­ 
vous sym ptom s. There was a great­ 
e r incidence of hish b lood pressure, 
gall 
b ladder 
disease, 
diab etes, 
arthritis, peptic ulcer, and kidney 
disorders. A careful analysis of the 
d ata showed a tendency for the 
psychoneurotic to develop d rgerer- 
ative m aladies earlier in life. This 
is hard to explain b ecause m any 
nervous people take excellent care 
of them selves.

27 per cent were in this category as 
com pared with 15 per cent in the 
total of 828 families.

Little White House in Georgia, has 
b een putting the finishing touches 
on his State of the Union message. 
Meanwhile, as he nears the end of 
his first year in office, what is the 
state of the President? 
According to those who have al­ 
m ost daily contact with him, the 
state of the President is good, and 
getting b etter all the time. During 
E isenhow er’s first months in office, 
there were m any reports that ho 
detested Washington and his job . 
There was certainly some truth in 
these stories—a t least enough truth 
so that friends and supporters b e­ 
cam e 
convinced 
that 
he 
would 
under no circum stances run again. 
He still takes no pleasure in the 
awful isolation and terrib le pres­ 
sures of life in the White House. 
“ 1 am not going to b e m ad at any ­ 
one today," he rem arked on Christ­ 
m a s Day. “ I was so happy to get 
aw ay.” The chances are that Presi­ 
dent E isenhow er will never come 
to love the presidency as Franklin 
Roosevelt loved it -or H arry I ru- 
m an, after his first few humb le 
and awe-stricken months. 
Eisenhow er, according to those 
who know him well. doe> not relax 
easily under the weight of trem en­ 
dous responsib ility. “ He’s a n at­ 
ural w orrier,” one of his aides has 
rem arked. His tendenc> to worry 
prob ab ly had a good deal to do with 
the stom ach cram ps which b riefly 
troub led him 
in 
the 
spring and 
again in the early autum n. But 
these cram ps had no organic origin 
at all, and it can b e reported on 
undoub ted authority that the Presi­ 
d e n t’s health is amazingly good. 
W hat is m ore, hr now worries far 
less than he once did.

W hat does the 
President of the United States in­ 
tend to do ab out it? The Moscow 
and Peiping governm ent« are as­ 
suming that the Trum an-Aeheson 
policy of appe asem en t still pre ­ 
vails 
and 
apparently 
are 
going 
« ahead in Indo-China with their de­ 
fiance of the United N ations tl» 
general and the United States in 
particular. 
Meanwhile, 
som e 
of 
the allies are already planning to 
resum e norm al trade with the Com­ 
munists and thus throw aw ay the 
only real leverage the Allies po» - 
less, 
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W hat Russia Fears 
Prime M inister Churchill ha.# told the House of 
Commons th a t the Big Three will try to calm R ussia’* 
fears. But was there ever any serious reason for su p ­ 
posing th a t Russia started the cold w ar because she 
feared other nations? 
A fter the hot wars ended, the United States dis­ 
banded its defense forces. An Army of 12,000,000 was 
reduced to 1,500.000 by 1947. An Air Force whose w ar­ 
tim e peak was 2.500,000 dropped to slightly more th an 
200.000 by mid-1947. 
Billions of dollars worth of 
m ateriel was given away, sold for almost nothing, 
stolen, destroyed or left to rot. 
If such a course would not calm any fears Russia 
entertained, w hat would? 
Secretary of State Byrnes, apparently operating 
on the assum ption th a t Russia was m isbehaving be­ 
cause the boys in the Kremlin feared this country, 
offered Russia a 25-year guarantee of her boundaries. 
W hen Molotov said 25 years w asn't enough. Byrnes 
offered to m ake It 40 years. Molotov still refused 
His 
complete lack of interest was proof th a t Russia w asn't 
suffering from fear of disarm ed America 
The fears Russia has are entirely different. She 
fears the lass of p art of her em pire—not to America. 
but to popular uprisings. Czechoslovakia would never 
have gone behind the Iron curtain if the presence of 
the Red arm y encircling her frontiers had not con­ 
vinced the Czechoslovak people it was hopeless to 
resist. 
If the Soviet arm ed forces moved back into Russia, 
Czechoslovakia and East G erm any would prom ptly 
overthrow their puppet Com m unist governm ents. And 
the contagion m ight spread. 
Hence Russia fears to m ake arrangem ents which 
would 
Involve 
w ithdraw ing 
from 
East 
G erm any, 
Hungary. Austria and Rom ania. 
And this fear, as 
Churchill m ust know, Is one the United Stat es will 
do nothing to relieve. 


Higher Pay For Congress 
The chances of Congress raising its pay in 1954 
now seem at least 50-50. even though congressional 
pay raises are supposed to be unpopular with the voters 
and 1954 is election year for a m ajority of Congress. 
Under legislation now on the sta tu te books Congress 
Is to vote on the subject in the first half of M arch. 
A pay boost for Congress, also for federal Judges, 
Is being urged from various quarters, “liberal” as well 
as right-w ing, in order to help a ttra c t good men to 
the Capitol and to the bench and then to keep them 
there. President Eisenhower has already advocated a 
boost, and It will be helped along still fu rth er if he 
should come out for It in his 1954 S tate of the Union 
message. 
If the D em ocrats should vote for an Increase to 
the same extent as do the Republicans, the Repub­ 
licans would be the more likely to avoid blam e—lf 
there Is any blame—for hiking th eir own pay. A nother 
way to m ake an increase more palatable to the public 
would be to put It on a cost-of-living basis, like m any 
of the pay hikes these days for w age-earners— living 
costs have risen by about 25 per cent since the last 
hike for Congress w ent into effect in 1947. 
The fact th a t this last Increase came all of seven 
years ago could be another talking point. A member 
of Congress tw itted by his cam paign opponent for 
having voted to raise his own pay could retort: Have 
you or anybody else on salary had no raise for seven 
years? 
However, although m ast voters might acquiesce rn 
an increase from the present $15,000 to $20,000. m any 
voters m ight dem ur to one up to $25,000—the figure 
being m ost frequently suggested Just now. Yet the last 
previous increase, voted in 1945 to take effect in 1947. 
was for 50 per cent (from $10,000 to $15,000) with a 
tax -free allowance on half the increase th a t m ade it 
in effect m ore th an 57 per cent.

A unique study on nervousness 
w as m ade recently on 828 B alti­ 
m ore fam ilies by Je a n D ownes and 
K atherine Sim on. Of the total. 90 
fam ilies had one or m ore m em b ers 
20 y e a rs or older, who w ere psy­ 
choneurotic 
or 
nervous. 
T hese 
fam ilies w ere observed for periods 
v arying from th ree to five y e a rs 
and the m em b ers w ere found to be 
m ore 
susceptible 
to 
accid en ts, 
resp irato ry infections, an d a host 
of acu te and chronic d iso rd ers. 
The term “ n erv o u sn ess" covers 
a m ultitude of p sy ch iatric condi­ 
tions and is the cause of approxi­ 
m ately 60 p er cent of all the com ­ 
plaints m ade by p atien ts in the of­ 
fices of physicians. Of the group 
in question 74 did not re g a rd th em ­ 
selves 
as 
psychoneurotic: 
they 
m entioned having a 
rap id h e a rt 
beat, h e a rt trouble, sh o rtn ess of 
b reath , choking, w eakness, lum p 
in the th ro at, giddiness, itching all 
over, o r num erous o th er sym ptom s. 
Tile inform ation th at they suffered 
from 
chronic 
nervousness 
cam e 
from their physicians. The re m a in ­ 
ing 26 per cent realized they w ere 
nervous but had not seen a physi­ 
cian. 


The 
survey uncovered 
various 
c h a ra c te ristic s of persons classi­ 
fied as psychoneurotic. The p re­ 
valence of m inor re sp ira to ry ill­ 
nesses w as higher th an m ight be 
expected in a co m p arab le sam pling 
of the population a t larg e. They 
also had an excessive n u m b er of 
accid en tal 
injuries, 
p a rticu la rly 
am ong adults under 35. T his lends 
support to the contention th at acci­ 
den t proneness has a psychoneuro­ 
tic basis. 
The group also had m ore chronic 
ailm en ts 
unrelated to th e ir n er­ 
vous sym ptom s. T here w as a g re a t­ 
e r incidence of high blood p ressu re, 
gall 
b lad d er 
d isease, 
d iab etes, 
a rth ritis, peptic ulcer, and kidney 
diso rd ers. A careful an aly sis of the 
d a ta show ed a tendency for tho 
psychoneurotic to develop d eg erer- 
ativ e m alad ies e a rlie r in life. This 
is h ard to explain b ecause m any 
nervous people tak e excellent c a re 
of them selves.

Stalin Prizes 
Novelist Howard Fast, according to R ad’o Moscow, 
Is to get the “Stalin Peace Prize'' for 1953. Fast says 
he considers him self honored, naturally. 
The Stalin prizes for peace, literature, science, and 
so on. were set up in 1950, They represent a bum p­ 
tious attem pt by Russia to propagandize by presenting 
cash to its most outspoken supporters in other lands. 
All these prizes, alleged to be w orth about $25,000, 
have gone to men whose political coloration pleased 
the Kremlin, A rthur W 
Moulton, retired Episcopal 
bishop of Utah, rejected a Stalin Peace Prize in 1951. 
saying: “If America goes to war, I go w ith h er.” 
Fast was a safer choice 
In 1951 the New York 
Daily W orker listed him as one of its few stockholders. 
He has been a frequent contributor to that, publication, 
and in 1948 was active in the C om m unist-m anipulated 
Progressive party. He refused to tell the House Com­ 
m ittee on U n-A m erican Activities w hether he was a 
C om m unist. 
F a st’s “peace” activities have consisted of m aking 
speeches a t Soviet-Inspired gatherings abroad de­ 
nouncing the U nited States — saying, for instance, th a t 
A m erican jails are “filled w ith political prisoners” and 
th a t “the terror is only beginning” — or praising 
R ussia’s artistic freedom com pared to “capitalistic 
ch ain s” on artists here.

He still takes no pleasure in the 
aw ful isolation and terrible pres­ 
su res of life in the W hite House, 
“ I am not going to be m ad a t any­ 
one to d ay ,” he rem arked on C hrist­ 
m as D ay. “ I was so happy to get 
aw a y .” The chances are th at P resi­ 
dent Eisenhow er will never com e

Ike Backs Plan 
To Help Areas 
Hit By Idleness 


To Get Preference 
On Defense Contract 


President Eisenhower yesterday 
threw his full support behind an 
administration policy of channel­ 
ing more defense contracts into 
areas, such as Cumberland, “ where 
there has been a large amount of 
unemployment.” 
The Cumberland area was in­ 
cluded in a wide list of localities 
in which the government said it 
will seek to combat unemployment 
through the awarding of more de­ 
fense contracts. 
The President 
expressed 
‘‘full 
agreement’’ with the federal pol­ 
icy which the Office of Defense 
Mobilization later said in Washing­ 
ton it announced last Nov. 4. 
At that time the ODM named 
17 large and 22 smaller metropoli­ 
tan areas as localities of chronic 
labor surplus. 
Has F u ll Backing 
Washington 
officials 
said 
the 
President’s action evidently was 
intended to notify the government 
purchasing agencies of full White 
House backing for the program. 
Eisenhower's endorsement of the 
policy was made public at his va­ 
cation headquarters in Augusta, 
Ga., 
by Presidential Press Secre­ 
tary James C. Hagerty. The Secre-| 
tarv also told newsmen that so far 
as he knew the policy itself w as: 
being disclosed for the first time. 
The p r e s i d e n t endorsement 
came less than 24 hours after a 
majority of some 300 economists 
had agreed in Washington that the 
country is having “ an orthodox re­ 
cession” — mild but general and 
accompanied 
by production 
and 
payroll cuts. 
Hagerty insisted, however, that 
the timing of the move by E i­ 
senhower was in no way related 
to views expressed by economist 
members of the American Statis­ 
tical Assn. 
As for the administration man­ 
power policy channeling more de­ 
fense contracts into unemployment 
areas, 
Hagerty declared

sponse to a barrage of questions 
that it was not prompted by any 
recent developments.
